First 
reports that $10,000 was taken 
were scaled down later. 

The robbers, wearing masks, 
forced the men, identified only 
as members of a Kansas City 
business club, into the shower 
room where they were stripped 
of their clothing, sheriff's depu- 
ties said. 

“They tied the men up in 
groups of twos and threes after 
they took their cash and jewelry,” 
Deputy John Ames said, “and it 
was some 15 minutes later be- 
fore the men freed themselves 
and were able to report their 
losses.” 


Ames said the four masked 
men appeared with pistols drawn 
shortly after 1 a.m. 

“They were at ease at all times, 
our investigation shows,” Ames 
said. “Three of the men wore 
black masks and the fourth wore 
a brown mask. 

“One of them stood guard with 
a pistol in the hallway outside the 
men’s locker room and the other 
three did the searching. 

“The three men who did the 
searching spoke frequently as they 
went about their jobs. Several 
times, they handed jewelry back 
to the victims when the men made 
pleas that watches and rings were 
gifts .that lacked cash value but 
were heavy in sentimental value.”

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board ruled yesterday that em- 
ployers are exempt from the ob- 
ligation to bargain with a union 
during the life of a contract on 
any subject discussed in negoti- 
ating the contract. 

The board made the ruling in 
a 3-2 decision in a case involving 
the Jacobs Manufacturing Co., 
West Hartford, Conn., and the 
CIO United Auto Workers. 

Even though an issue involving 
wages, hours or other employ- 
ment conditions is unresolved in 
an agreement between union and 
employer, the board’s majority 
held, th® employer cannot be 
compelled later on — while the 


contract is in effect—to resume 
bargaining on the matter.

BRITISH BUDGET 
PASSED AFTER 99

LONDON, June 20 (AP) — 
Groggy members of the House 
of Commons ended today one 
of the most searching examina- :

The House devoted a total of 
99 hours 35 minutes to Britain's 
own “great debate,” going 
through the budget with a fine 
comb. 

The debate stretched through 
eight sessions of the House, be- 
ginning June 5.

Here again, as in Breard v. Alexandria, decided this day, my ‘basic disagree - 
ment with the Court is not as to how we should explain or reconcile what was 
said in prior decisions but springs from a fundamental difference in consti- 
tutional approach. Consequently, it would serve no useful purpose to state my 


position at length. 


the outset I want to emphasize what the crime involved in this case is, and 

at it is not. These petitioners were not charged with an attempt to over- 
throw the Government. They were not charged with non-verbal acts of any 
kind designed to overthrow the Government. They were not even charged 
with saying anything or writing anything designed to overthrow the Govern- 
ment. The charge was that they agreed to assemble and to talk and publish 
certain ideas at a later date: The indictment is that they conspired to organ- 
ize the Communist Party and to use speech or newspapers and other publi- 
‘cations in the future to teach and advocate the forcible overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment. No matter how it is worded, this is a virulent form of prior censor- 
ship of speech and press, which I believe the First Amendment forbids. I 
would hold Section 3 of the Smith Act authorizing this prior restraint uncon- 
stitutional on its face and as applied. 


But let us assume, contrary to all constitutional ideas of fair criminal pro- 
cedure, that petitioners although not indicted for the crime of actual advo- 
cacy, may be punished for it. Even on this radical assumption, the only way 
to affirm these convictions, as the dissent of Mr. Justice Douglas shows, is to 
qualify drastically or wholly repudiate the established “clear and present 
danger” rule. This the Court does in a way which greatly restricts the pro- 
tections afforded by the First Amendment. The opinions for affirmance show 
that the chief reason for jettisoning the rule is the expressed fear that ad- 


vocacy of Communist doctrine endangers the safety of the Republic, Undoubt- 


edly, a governmental policy of unfettered communication of ideas does entail 
dangers. To the Founders of this Nation, however, the benefits derived from 
free expression were worth the risk. They embodied this philosophy in the 
First Amendment’s command that Congress “shall make no law abridging... 
the freedom of speech, or of the press.. ” I have always believed that the 
First Amendment is the keystone of our Government, that the freedoms it 
guarantees provide the best insurance against destruction of all freedom. At 
least as to speech in the realm of public matters, I believe that the “clear 
and present danger” test does not “mark the furthermost constitutional 
boundaries of protected expression” but does “no more than recognize a min- 
gs en of the Bill of Rights.“ (Bridges v. California, 314 U.S. 


So long as this Court exereises the power of judicial review of legislation, I 
eannot that the First Amendment permits us to sustain laws suppress- 
ing freedom of speech and press on the basis of Congress’ or our own notions 
of mere “reasonableness,” Such a doctrine ‘waters down the First Amendment 
so that it amounts to little more than an admonition to Congress. The Amend- 
ment as so construed is not likely to protect any but those “safe” or orthodox 
views which rarely need its protection. I must also express my objection to the 
holding because, as Mr. Justice Douglas’ dissent shows, it sanctions the deter- 
mination of a crucial issue of fact by the judge rather than by the jury, Nor 
can I let this opportunity pass without expressing my objection the severely 
limited grant of certiorari in this case which precluded consideration here of 
at least two other reasons for reversing these convictions: (1) the record shows 
a discriminatory selection of the jury panel ‘which ned trial before a 
representative cross section of the community; (2) record shows that one 
member of the trial jury was violently hostile to petitioners before and dur - 
ing the trial. : 6 ae 

Public opinion being what it now is, few will pro 
Communist petitioners.

MARSHALL SAYS 


WASHINGTON, e 20 (AP) 
The Korean figh has given 
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an example of imagination in 
planning where commanders “did 
not get locked in patterns of the 
past,” Secret of Defense Mar- 
shall said yesterday. 

There has been demonstrated 
there, he said, the uitimate of 
true firepower—“to bring all the 
weapons to effect at the right 
time and the right place.“ 

He spoke at commencement 
exercises at the National War 
College, to a class of Army and 
Air colonels, Navy captains and 
civilians from other Government 
agencies. 

He had high praise for what 
he called the “marvelous” per- 
formance of American forces in 
Korea, but he said there are les- 
sons to be learned also from the 
Communist enemy 

“We can ean a a great deal from 
the Chinese on how they conceal 
their troops and supplies when 
we are all over the place (with 
airplanes.) That must be a sub- 
ject for study,” Marshall said. 


He also commented on the 
ability of the Communists to 


operate without airpower.

Officials Wonder Why Russians 
oded 2d A- Bomb; 
Atomic Production May Be Frozen 


Favored Theory Is Soviet Union Concen- 
trates on Turning Out Missiles Like One 
Tested in 1949 — Other Speculation 
Touches on Possible Secret Blast.

MAJOR mystery is deeply puzzling those officials whose first 
concern must be the comparative power positions of the United 
States and the Soviet Union. With every passing month the 
mystery deepens. Why have the Soviets not exploded a second 


atomic bomb? 


The first Soviet atomic explo- 
sion occurred in September, 1949, 
a@ year and nine months ago. The 
intelligence reports leave no 
room for doubt that the Soviets, 
under the direction of secret po- 
lice chief Lavrenti Beria, are de- 
voting a tremendous national ef- 
fort to constructing a decisive 
atomic stockpile. Such a national 
investment obviously involves nu- 
merous atomic tests. 

No Certain Answer. 

Explosion of a Soviet bomb can, 
under ordinary circumstances, be 
detected by this country in a 
matter of hours, yet the Geiger 
counters and the seismographs 
have been still, and the air sam- 
ples have yielded no significant 


traces. 
The intelligence experts would 
give a great deal to know why. 
There is no-sure answer. Mean- 
while, three possible answers, 
none of which is really satisfac- 
tory, are being put forward. 

One possibility is obvious. That 
is that further Soviet atomic tests 
have taken place, but that the 


Soviets have so arranged these | 


tests that our detecting apparatus 
cannot pick them up. This is 
technically possible. An atomic 
bomb exploded, for example, in a 
deep lead mine, probably could 
not be detected. But this is a 
Wholly unsatisfactory answer. 
That sort of test would not yield 
the scientific data that is the sole 
purpose of a test. 

Uranium Search Slackened 

The second possibility is equal- 
ly obvious, and equally unsatisfac- 
tory. It is that the Soviets have 
not been able to make enough 
bombs to afford the use of even 
one for testing. This is a tempt- 
ing theory, particularly because 
at first glance it seems to be sup- 
ported by reliable reports that 
the frantic efforts to extract 
uranium from the captive Czech 
and German mines has suddenly 
slackened in the last few months. 

This slackening is explained, 
however, by reliable reports that 
new and richer Soviet sources of 
uranium have been found, espe- 
cially in Turkestan, where rich 
uranium deposits have been 


Moreover, the fact is that atomic 
bombs simply cannot be assem- 
| bled one by one in a laboratory. 
To make even one bomb requires 
a great industrial installation. 
Once an installation capable of 
turning out one bomb is in opera- 
tion, it is automatically capable 
of turning out more bombs, pro- 
vided the uranium raw material is 
available. 

Freezing of Production. 

The theory that is, in fact, fa- 
vored, is that Soviet atomic pro- 
duction has been “frozen.” The 
physicists, it is reasoned, may 
well have assured Beria and his 
colleagues on the Politburo that 
the bomb exploded in 1949 was 
satisfactory in all respects. In- 


deed, the evidence available after 


the 1949 test indicated that this 
was probably a somewhat more 
powerful bomb than the Hiro- 
shima-Nagasaki model. 

It is further reasoned that the 
Kremlin then may have decided 
to forego any immediate attempts 
to improve the Soviet model, and 
ordered all efforts concentrated 
on providing the largest possible 
stockpile in the shortest possible 
time. Only after.a stockpile of a 
predetermined size had been built 
would the Kremlin permit the in- 
vestment of uranium, time and 
bombs which atomic testing re- 
quires. 

In some ways, such a decision 
on the part of the Kremlin would 
not be altogether surprising. In 
the case of both tank and plane 
production, the Soviets are given 
to freezing production when they 
are reasonably satisfied with a 
model. They then concentrate on 
making the largest possible num- 
ber of units without regard for

Although the first Soviet model 
was certainly considerably less 
powerful than the most modern 
American bombs, it is equally cer- 
tainly an immensely powerful 
weapon, quite adequate for any 
targets against which it is likely 
to be used. 

If this theory is correct, the ex- 
plosion of the second Soviet 
atomic bomb can be taken as a 
signal that the Soviets have a 
stockpile which ‘they consider 
adequate for their purposes.

Concerning the Communist advertise-

But while the Commonwealth Relations Office 
and the Colonial Office are diplomatically care- 
ful not to say so, the real task is to block the 
spread of the intensifying nationaligm and 
racism of the Malan Government of the Union 
of South Africa. From the viewpoint of the 
British and all believers in democracy, things 
have been going from bad to worse in the 
Union. And if its aggressive anti-native pro- 
gram were to be pushed northward into the 
heart of Africa, the free world would be faced 
by a crisis of frightening implications. 


With their traditional genius for constitu- 
tional government, the British seem to have 
found a constructive alternative. Since South- 
ern Rhodesia already is close to self-government 
and since the two adjacent colonies have made 
considerable progress, especially since the war, 
it is now proposed to combine them in a fed- 
eral union. 


Each of the three members would retain 
certain powers while transferring others to the 
proposed central government. Thus, Southern 
Rhodesia would not have to give up any ad- 
vances not yet achieved in Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland. Yet there could be a common 
government to deal with common concerns such 
as defense, foreign relations, trade, education, 
economic development and so on. 


The idea of a central African dominion has 
been proposed and postponed several times in 
the past. But under the pressure of the Nazi- 
like government in South Africa, it can no 
longer be regarded as premature. Revived 
on the initiativé of Dr. Godfrey Huggins, the 
prime minister of Southern Rhodesia, it has 
already received the blessings of London, and 
it is to be submitted directly to all the peoples 
concerned in September.

It should not be assumed that there are no 
clashes of interest between Europeans and 
natives in the three territories. This plan, 
however, offers an orderly, constitutional way of 
reconciling them. As the Manchester Guardian. 
says: 

“A strong state in Central Africa with a 
liberal policy in race relations would be 
a good thing at any time. As a counter- 
weight to the illiberal influence of the 
Union of South Africa, it would be of spe- 
cial value now.” 

The alternative in all probability would be 
an infiltration of Southern Rhodesia by South 
African settlers and South African ideas, and 
an intensification of native resentment and 
hostility in Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 
Eventually, that might mean a protracted blood 
bath for much of Africa. 

More than one difficulty will have to be 
overcome before this plan is brdtight to fruition, 
if it ever is. But it is a comforting thought 
that in these days of conflict and clash, men 
are still at work at the business of civilized 
government, the reconciliation of good order 
and ancient liberties in the spirit of the Magna 


Charta and the Bill of Rights.

No Favor to Housewives 


Both Senate and House Banking Commit- 
tees have voted — and by just one vote — to 


block further beef price rollbacks. This is a ° 


gratuitous favor for both producers and proces- 
sors and no favor at all for consumers. 

The committee’s action would mean that 
housewives would see little or no reduction in 
beef prices at the meat counter. The price 
rollback of a few weeks ago affected only live 
cattle prices. Retail price cuts were postponed 
because live prices were squeezing wholesalers 
and retailers. 

Once live cattle costs were reduced, OPS 
thought, it would be possible to roll back retail 
prices 4 or 5 cents a pound on Aug. 1 and 
again on Oct. 1. Then the housewives would 
see some results. But the committees would 
eliminate these over-the-counter price cuts. 

Hence retail beef prices would remain at in- 
flated levels, though the Government tried to 
slice the top off inflated prices of some other 
goods. And beef prices were already at near- 
record levels when the Korean war began. 
‘Since then they have jumped right out of many 
consumers’ pocketbooks. . 

Chairman Maybank of the Senate committee 
predicts that the weakened price control exten- 
sion bill will mean a “real freeze.” That is most 
doubtful. But beef would be frozen off many 
dinner tables.

William Allen White in a Pulitzer Prize Editorial Published 
in the Emporia Gazette, July 27, 1922 


William Allen White (1868-1944) wrote 
the following editorial, in the small news- 
paper which he made famous, during a 
postwar period of considerable hysteria 
about radicalism. Then, as now, there 
were demands that civil liberties be re- 
stricted to protect the state. 

Specifically, the editorial answered Mr. 
White’s old friend, Gov. Henry J. Allen, 
who had threatened to.put the editor in 
jail for opposing a state labor law and 
the Governor’s own order against display 
of .placards expressing sympathy with a 
railroad shopmen’s strike. 


You tell me that law is above freedom 
of utterance. And I reply that you can 
have no wise laws nor free enforcement 
of ‘vise laws unless 
there is free expres- 
sion of the wisdom 
of the people — and 
alas, their folly with 
it. 


But if there is 
freedom, folly will 
die of its own pol

Television in Review 

Kate Smith, a Gal 
Who Loves Her Work 


By John Crosby 


NEW. YORK, June 20. 
ATE SMITH, one of the most voluminous ob- 
jects — * — ever asked to en- 
pro spongy but inex- 
baustible charm to uncounted millions of women 
e for 20 years now, a 
notable anniversary. 
It's Paris’s 2000th, 
Kate’s twentieth and 
the odds around 
Bleeck’s are that Miss 
Kate will outlast 
Paris by several eons.

HER ARDUOUS SCHEDULE is one of the 
standard topics brought up by guests on the show. 
“How can you do it every day, Kate?” asked Sonja 
Henie, one of the guests. Said Miss Kate: “I love 
it. I’m thriving on it.” This is the essence of the 
Kate Smith philosophy. She loves everyone, thrives 
on everything. This interview was fairly charac- 
teristic of all of them. It consisted of long ques- 
tions from Kate, fairly short answers from Sonja. 
In other words, more Smith than Henie. As Berle 
says to Youngman: “If you don't like it, get your 
own show.” I was particularly entranced by one 
question: “Tell me about your experience in Holly- 
wood.” A broad question, that one, and one that 
Miss Henie handled expertly. 

“The Kate Smith Hour” opens with Miss Kate 
singing in her rather florid voice, usually about 
the virtues of being alive, and proceeds with great 
dispatch into the commercials. “Every day for 20 
days, you may win.$1000 in cash. Just complete 
a sentence.” Everyone is completing sentences 
again in 25 words or less in the hope of winning 
a billion or so, or at the very least a trip to Ber- 
muda. They’ve even got Godfrey doing it. 

The rest of the show, like Miss Kate herself, is 
amorphous. You may encounter Landry and Ver- 
non, a couple who do ballroom dancing of that 
particularly unlikely kind where the lady's arms 
weave about like the neck of a swan in convulsions. 
Then she winds up on the shoulders of the man, 
spinning wildly, arms outstretched and presumably 
dead. I attémpted this form of ballroom dancing 
on Fire Island once and emptied the floor. Took 
out two tables and came close to demolishing a 
wall. Never seen the girl since. 
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FROM THERE MISS KATE may go, as she did 
the other day, to tell you the story of the little 
boy who put a glass of dandelions at the bedside 
of his sick little sister. The sick little sister re- 
covered miraculously. The little boy said: “Thank 
you, God.” From the Divinity we proceeded rapidly 
to a commercial on how to keep your skin soft 
and lovely till the age of 112. Then we got the 
style show with which the afternoon air is studded. 
(Keep your pocketbooks buttoned, men. They're 
after us again.) . 

This one was a showing of bathing suits en- 
veloping some very pretty girls, and right here my 
notes are a little scrambled. I can’t follow fashion 
language any better than the next man. One of 
these bathing suits, according to the fashion an- 
nouncer, was—it says here—‘‘a lastex impossible 
girdled by a very fine shade of turquoise which 
(it says here) is.a leprous shade of yellow.” It was 
also shirred, scalloped, appliqued and was covered 
with what I gathered was unpicked fruit in una- 
bashed sharkskin. So much for fashion. 

Various intervals of the hour appear designed 
to get the women viewers back to the dishes. Piano 
music, for example, where the standard tunes, 
“The Blue Danube,” for example, get a heavy 
play, and these dén’t require much watching. There 
are short intervals three days a week when the 
“Kate Smith Hour” is freighted with some heavy 
stuff—interviews by Ted Collins, Miss Smith's 
mentor, with such people as Senator Kefauver or 
Secretary of Labor Maurice Tobin—but this hap- 
pily plays second fiddle to the bathing suits. 
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IT ALL ENDS with Miss Kate singing, as she 
has these many years, about the moon coming 
over the mountain. Altogether, for an afternoon 
show, it’s an elaborate production, and for women, 
I imagine, an g one. To the men— well,
